in the above photograph* as it looked about the turn of the century. 
Located on the present site of the Interstate Trinity Warehouse Company, 
this was one of five stations serving Dallas before the building of the Union 
Station. The establishment boasted one of the finest dining rooms in the 
city and the second floor of the building included dormitory facilities for 
waitresses and the dining room staff. Dining cars were not part of the 
equipment of trains coming into Dallas during the first decade of this 
century and passengers obtained their meals at main stops on the line. In 
1910 the firm of Loughborough & Moser, now the Moser Company, opened 
an office at 111 Martin Street, in what was then known as “Real Estate Row.” 
The early business of the firm centered around the development of residential 
property in the Ross Avenue area adjacent to the present retail store of Sears- 
Roebuck & Company. This involved the plotting of approximately 80 acres 
making up a dairy farm that had been in the Moser family since 1870. During 
the early and late 1920’s the firm developed properties further north and 
east in the Greenville Avenue area, In 1932 the present partners, A. C. Moser, 
Jr., and Jack Moser, joined the company. Today, in its forty-fifth year of 
operation the firm does an extensive business in commercial and industrial 
property and maintains offices in the Mercantile Commerce Building.

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The South in the Saddle 


The first session of the 84th 
Congress is convening at this writing, and 
by the time these observations appear in 
print the President will have delivered his 
various messages to Capitol Hill, the new 
Congress will have completed the organi- 
zation of its committees and staffs, and 
the familiar and re- 
current drama of 
practical politics will 
be well underway 
again. Just now the 
usual turmoil is be- 
ing experienced as 
the legislative ma- 
chinery is being re- 
converted from Re- 
publican to Demo- 
cratic control; and 
more time is always required for the or- 
ganization of Congress when political 
power has passed from one party to an- 
other, for all committee chairmanships 
must be changed, new committee assign- 
ments must be found for the many fresh- 
man members brought into office by the 
extensive legislative turnover, and other 
committee assignments are lost, and still 
others regained, among the older mem- 
bers who move from the majority to the 
minority side of the aisle and vice-versa. 

Whenever the Democrats are restored 
to power on Capitol Hill the political 
writers and commentators find it worthy of 
particular comment that so much of that 
power gravitates automatically to the 
South, and, of course, in this new Con- 
gress that condition again prevails. Com- 
mittee chairmen, for example, can fre- 
quently exercise almost plenary authority 
in the control and direction of legislative 
processes; and in the Senate, where there 
are 15 standing committees, eight of those 
committees are now headed by Senators 
from a handful of Southern states, with 
‘wo others headed by Senators from 
border states, thus leaving only five under 
the control of Senators from all other 
States. In the House, where there are 19 
standing committees, nine are under the 
firm control of Southern Representatives, 
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with five others under the leadership of 
border states, again leaving only five to be 
headed by Representatives from the rest 
of the country. 

Furthermore, the actual influence of 
these Southern Congressmen is more pro- 
nounced than the statistics would suggest, 
for, generally speaking, the particular 
committees dominated by these Southern- 
ers are more important than those com- 
mittees headed by Congressmen from out- 
side the South. Also, the powerful “leader- 
ship” on the Hill— consisting of the 
Speaker of the House, the Majority 
Leaders of the Senate and House, and the 
party “Whips” of both Houses — are 
nearly all Southerners. Consequently, the 
voice of authority on Capitol Hill, at least 
during the next two years, will have a 
noticeable Southern accent. 

Why so much power gravitates to the 
South in a Democratic Congress is of 
course easily explained. Each Congress- 
man’s rank on his committee is determined 
by seniority — that is, the length of his 
service in the House or Senate — and 
since the South is traditionally a one-party 
region, its members steadily build up 
seniority on the Democratic scale in Con- 
gress, while Democratic members from 
other states are frequently voted in and 
out of office and thus have much less op- 
portunity to acquire a longevity of serv- 
ice. The Southern members, therefore, 
have no chairmanships at all when the 
Republicans are in power, but succeed 
automatically to those powerful positions 
when the political pendulum swings back 
to the Democratic Party. 

The state which will wield by far the 
most political power in the 84th Congress 
is, of course, Texas. The Speaker of the 
House is again Sam Rayburn, who has al- 
ready occupied that position longer than 
any of his predecessors, and the Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate is Lyndon 
Johnson, who achieved that distinction at 
a younger age than any of his predeces- 
sors. So both of them have already made 
history in a unique sense, and can be ex- 
pected to make more as time goes on. 


Moreover, the circumstance that the party 
leaders in both houses of Congress come 
from the same state is likewise without 
precedent in our political history. Their 
influence, and particularly that of the 
Speaker, in the political developments 
ahead will be enormous. 

Insofar as the state delegation as a 
whole is concerned, Texas gained valuable 
seniority for 19 of its 24 members, and 
lost seniority for five. That is, 19 members 
of its delegation continued in office and 
are thus adding to their longevity of serv- 
ice, while five new members are starting 
at the bottom of the ladder, which repre- 
sents, in effect, the loss of the seniority 
accumulated by those whom they replaced. 
Two Texans succeeded to the chairman- 
ships of House committees, while many 
others advanced up the scale toward other 
chairmanships which will accrue to them 
from time to time in the years ahead. 

This is the picture — of a Capitol Hill 
dominated in considerable measure by its 
Southern contingent, and influenced 
strongly by its Texas leadership — which 
2 Texas-born Chief Executive is obliged 
to contemplate from his Republican per- 
spective in the White House, a mile or so 
away. The prospect of achieving some kind 
of peaceful coexistence between his Re- 
publican administration and a Democratic 
Congress, however, will probably prove 
less discouraging to him than would

usually be the case under conditions of 
divided government, since much of his 
program, particularly as it affects foreign 
policy and reciprocal trade, will command 
greater support from the Democrats than 
from his own party. There will be many 
political battles, to be sure, as each party 
seeks to develop issues for 1956, but 
basically the course of the 84th Congress 
will be the middle of the road. 
SCORECARD: While on the subject of 
Congress, here is a box score on the sec- 
ond session of the 83rd Congress in 1954: 
The Senate was in session more than 
1,198 hours during 169 days, and the 
House nearly 526 hours during 123 days. 
Members introduced 5,690 bills and reso- 
lutions but enacted only 1,268, and 42 of 
those were vetoed. They received 45,916 
nominations from the President and re- 
jected none, though 12 were withdrawn 
and 761 left unconfirmed. And their ora- 
tory and “extensions of remarks” filled 
22,254 pages of the Congressional Record.

In Dallas...In 1955 


Railroads,Generate New Industry

STEEL rails have played a major part in Dallas’ 
progress for more than three-quarters of a century. Pioneer 
rail construction during the 70’s and 80’s transformed Dallas 
from a quiet village to the major commercial center of North 
Texas. During the post-war years railroads have played a vital 
role in the phenomenal development of Dallas’ major indus- 
trial districts. 

Centering on Union Terminal near the site where John 
Neely Bryan built his crude log cabin more than a century ago 
and reaching out to the rim of our metropolitan area, bands 
of steel rails criss-cross greater Dallas with vital arteries of 
commerce. Extending out from the modern skyline of Dallas, 
our expanding industrial districts are building virtually from 
the original Dallas townsite to the outer boundaries of the 
county. 

Coordinated planning between the developers of these in- 
dustrial districts and the railroads has linked these areas with 
metropolitan Dallas’ overall system of rail marshalling yards 
and terminals. Fitting into this transport pattern, nine major

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rail lines radiate out in every direction to link Dallas with 
more than 50,000 mainline system miles and Gulf Coast ports. 

Dallas has more mainline rail connections than any other 
city in the Southwest. This service coupled with the city’s 
geographic relationship to the consumer population of the 
Southwest give it distribution advantages and net transpor- 
tation costs which no other Southwestern city can equal. 

The railroads serving Dallas are: Burlington Lines, Cotton 
Belt Route, Frisco Lines, Kansas City Southern Lines, Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas Lines, Rock Island Lines, Santa Fe Lines, 
Southern Pacific Lines, and the Texas & Pacific Railway. 

Dallas is a major destination on pool car movement out of 
Chicago and the east. Carloading companies move a large vol- 
ume of freight into Dallas but there is no comparable north 
movement. A large volume of merchandise—such as motor 
car parts, machinery and truck parts—moves into Dallas in- 
dustrial districts by rail for assembly. Many of these goods 
move out of Dallas into its trade territory by truck or motor 
transport. The ratio of inbound carload movement into Dal- 
las is subtsantially larger than outbound movement. Competi- 
tion determines the best rate and method for distribution. 
Dallas’ strategic location, highway connections and facilities 
offered by highway common carriers and rail-truck service, 
link with its railroad advantages to enhance Dallas’ regional 
transportation leadership.

The planned development of 
Dallas industrial districts and their loca- 
tion with reference to railroad trackage 
and access to major highways helps to 
solve a growing problem in many metro- 
politan areas: the movement of goods 
within the area itself. 

Development of large tracts of land 
virtually under the Dallas skyline has 
made it possible for firms locating in 
Dallas to enjoy a free choice of having 
easy access to the heart of the city or lo- 
cating out farther in the county. 

A primary example of this expansion 
has been the Trinity Industrial District, 
which has been developed as a result of 
longtime planning for flood control and 





levee construction. Now a teeming cen- 
ter of industrial activity, this district was 
a useless swamp a quarter-century ago. 

Some 40 firms occupying one-half mil- 
lion square feet of buildings were added 
to the Trinity Industrial District during 
1954. Approximately 300,000 square feet 
of buildings now are under construction, 
according to L. Storey Stemmons, presi- 
dent. 

This continues the amazing record of 
the industrial development which has 
been formally open only since 1946. 
Valued at about a million dollars then, 
the 400 buildings standing there today in 
themselves represent some 60 million dol- 
lars. More than 500 firms are represented,

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among them some of the biggest names 
in American industry. 

The district now comprises more than 
500 acres completely developed. During 
1955, development will begin on another 
700 acres. This means paved streets, all 
utilities, rail trackage, sewer, water and 
gas lines will be installed in the new acre- 
age just as in the original project. 

Construction is scheduled to begin 
soon on the Leslie A. Stemmons Express- 
way (Highway 77) with its right-of-way 
of approximately 300 feet in width and 
which will extend throughout the length 
of the properties. This highway alone 
will require more than 100 acres. 

During 1954 an additional 45 acres 
was opened and already 21 buildings 
have been constructed or are under way. 
Almost all of the new acreage which is 
available for construction has been pur- 
chased or leased. All utilities, including 
reinforced concrete streets, have been in- 
stalled and substantially all sites are served 
with rail trackage by the Rock Island 
lines. 

Farther up the Trinity and still in sight 
of the Dallas skyline, the new 1,200-acre 
Brook Hollow Industrial District was 
opened in 1953. This district, when fully 
developed, will represent a sponsors’ in- 
vestment of six million dollars, exclusive 
of land costs, and is expected to serve as 
a national guide for future industrial 
districts. 

One of the major features of the Brook 
Hollow Industrial District is that it of- 
fers industry a “complete package deal.” 
Included is the assurance that the cost of 
providing all streets and utilities is being 
borne by the developers and that prop- 
erty owners face no future assessments 
for these services. Similarly, it was em- 
phasized, the developmnt of Brook Hol- 
low is being financed by private business 
and involves no cost to the city, county 
and taxpayers. 

The new industrial district, designed 
as the nation’s most beautiful with 50 to 
100-foot landscaped setbacks from thor- 
oughfares to buildings, is southwest of 
Brook Hollow Country Club near Harry 
Hines Boulevard and less than five miles 
from downtown Dallas. 

Formally opened in mid-November, 
the new Inwood Industrial District at 
Irving Boulevard and Westmoreland in 
Dallas County is fast developing as one 
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of the Southwest’s most successful indus- 
trial property locations. 

Within 60 days of the opening, over 
three quarters of a million square feet of 
property had been sold. Paving construc- 
tion is now well under way, by Uvalde 
Construction Company. The paving con- 
tract includes streets and access ways 
with sub-grading, railroad embankment, 
drainage channel excavation, and general 
leveling work. Utilities such as electric 
power, water, and sewage have already 
been brought to the property. The land 
and improvements represent a capital 
investment of more than $700,000. 

The developing corporation of the In- 
wood District, Southwest Industrial Prop- 
erties, Inc., was formed in 1953. It is 
headed by David D. Bruton, Jr., presi- 
dent; D. D. Bruton, Sr., vice president, 
and Stanley Neely, secretary-treasurer. 

The first installment which is currently 
being developed is 76 acres out of a total 
of 186 acres located at the Northeast cor- 
ner of the Westmoreland and Irving 
Boulevard intersection in Dallas County. 
Plans call for development of the other 
110 acres in the future as well as other 
property held along Irving Boulevard fur- 
ther west and along the proposed route 
of Highway 77 Expressway adjacent to 
Brook Hollow Golf Club, amounting to 
some 450 acres in the aggregate. 

Recent purchases of property in the 
Inwood Industrial District include Wil- 
liams & Wagner Construction Company, 
Paul Lewis & Son, Irwin Grossman, James 
Alexander, J. C. Gambulos, Tri-Cities 
Investment, Inc., Medaris Company, Inc., 
Philo distributors, W. H. Trice Floor 
Coverings, and Lipton Staple Company. 

Another new industrial district, includ- 
ing 272 acres of choice industrial sites, 
has recently been opened for development 
at Richardson by the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. Other outstanding industrial 
districts include the Airlawn Industrial 
District developed by the Weichsel Estate 
and Cedar Crest Industrial Park, located 
on the site of the old Skyline Airport with- 
in a four-mile radius of the business center 
of Dallas. 

On the southwest side of Dallas the 
Santa Fe Industrial District is being de- 
veloped by the Terminal Building Cor- 
poration. This tract of 322 acres is within 
the Dallas city limits and also within easy 
access of a large residential area. A num-

ber of outstanding national distributors 
and manufacturers have already located 
plants in the area and other additions are 
in the planning stage. 

Across the county on its northeastern 
edge, the Garland Industrial Area pro- 
vides for another type of industrial expan- 
sion. Firms locating here are primarily 
interested in larger sites and this overall 
area provides approximately 1,000 acres. 

At Rinehart Station the Santa Fe Rail- 
way is also developing a new industrial 
area of 230 acres along Garland Road 
at the intersection of Northwest Highway 
and State Highway 78. 

The Scottdale (Buckner Boulevard) 


Industrial District comprises 330 acres 
lined both east and west of Buckner 
Boulevard. At Mesquite, the Texas and 
Pacific Railway, the Mesquite Chamber 
of Commerce, N. E. Shands and Carl 
Brown are perfecting sub-division and 
layout plans for 120 acres of industrial 
development. 

The annexation of West Dallas and the 
completion of the West Dallas Housing 
Project gives new importance to the Eagle 
Ford Industrial Area, which provides an- 
other relatively close-in group of proper- 
ties along the Texas & Pacific. 

Off Hines Boulevard near Record 
Crossing, the Arlington Park Industrial 
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INWOOD INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT, as conceived by architect, is fast being developed at Irving Boulevard and Westmoreland. Three quarters of a 
million square feet of property were sold in the first 60 days of the new district's formal opening in mid-November, and paving construction is well under 


way. Developing corporation is Southwest Industrial Properties, Inc. Formed in 1953, it is headed by David D. Bruton, Jr., president, D. D. Bruton, Sr., 


District being developed by Ross W. 
Smith includes 42 acres. Near Field Circle 
is the Moser Industrial District located 
at Lemmon Avenue and Denton Road. It 
provides another 42 acres for industrial 
development. The St. Louis Southwest- 
ern Railway has recently purchased 75 
acres of property on Inwood Road, north 
of Valley View to be used exclusively for 
industrial development. 

Also north of Dallas the Farmers 
Branch Industrial District is being de- 
veloped by Webb Roberts. This property 
is approximately 12 miles northeast of 
Dallas and its 350 acres of development 
are mostly along Hines Boulevard and 
Highway 77. Industrial development in 
that area is also reaching out into Car- 
roliton, where A. A. Lander is developing 
75 acres along the Frisco Railroad.

South of Dallas a number of proper- 
ties are being developed for industry 
along the Southern Pacific. An area of 
approximately 102 acres fronting on the 
east line of Highway 75 adjacent to the 
Verson Manufacturing Company is be- 
ing developed along with another 100 
acres fronting directly on the west side 
of the highway and Ledbetter Drive, 
which is generally known as the Smokler 
Tract. 

The Hudnall Industrial District, an- 
other centrally located area along the 
M-K-T Railroad has been developed over 
a period of years. This includes such pio- 
neer industries as Mosher Steel Company 
and the newest addition to this area is the 
J. I. Case Company. Approximately 100 
acres in this area is that along the Katy 
from Hines Boulevard to Maple Avenue. 























The railroads serving Dallas and Dal- 
las’ industrial realtors have played an im- 
portant part in developing and merchan- 
dising industrial property in the Dallas 
Area. The industrial departments of the 
railroads have worked with developers to 
provide trackage and switching facilities 
and to assist national firms engaged in 
decentralizing or expansion operations in 
securing the type of industrial property 
best suited to their needs. 





Bank Deposts, Resources 
Climb to New All-Time High 


Statements of condition by Dallas’ 23 
commercial banks in January disclosed 
new all-time record highs for both de- 
posits and resources. 

Deposits totaled $2,023,099,266.90 as 
of December 31. 

It was the first time that bank deposits 
in any southern city had risen above the 
2-billion figure. The new total compared 
with a total of $1,848,060,115.06 at the 
end of 1953. 

Total resources rose from $2,021,600,- 
308 to $2,230,873,213.89. 

All but two of the 23 banks reporting 
showed increases in both deposits and re- 
sources, reflecting the high levels of busi- 
ness achieved in the latter part of 1954.

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Santa Fe Begins New Rails 


Linking Dallas to Chicago 


‘The largest railroad construction 
project in the nation during the past quar- 
ter century will provide Dallas another 
direct rail link with Chicago sometime 
during late 1955. 

Ground-breaking ceremonies for the 
Santa Fe Railroad’s $7,000,000 Dallas- 
Denton-Chicago mainline were held in 
the midst of a driving rain in Dallas on 
December 11. This history making cere- 
mony brought together top rail officials 
and Dallas and regional civic and gov- 
ernment leaders to observe a new mile- 
stone in railroad development in the 
Dallas Southwest. 

Fred G. Gurley, president of the Santa 
Fe Railway, headlined the ceremonial 
along with Mayor R. L. Thornton of Dal- 
las and Jerome K. Crossman, president 
of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce. 
Other Santa Fe officials on the speakers 
platform with Mr. Gurley were Clarence 
R. Tucker, operating vice president; J. C. 
Gibson, vice president and general coun- 
sel; J. P. Reinhold, assistant to the presi- 
dent; J. P. Cowley, vice president and 
general manager; and Directors Rosser 
Coke of Dallas and William Tyler of 
Fort Worth. 

When the new line is opened for opera- 
tion it will provide Dallas with overnight 
and through pullman service to Chicago 
and will provide a new streamlined train 
of the Santa Fe’s Texas Chief type. It will 
also give shippers and receivers of freight 
new direct service to Chicago and the 
North. The new mainline - will extend 
more than 49 miles from a point between 
Krum and Sanger through Denton to a

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point between Garland and Reinhart, 
which will be known as Zacha Junction. 
The site of the ceremonies, this point will 
form a new passenger and freight gate- 
way to Dallas and a new suburban point. 

In the first five years of operation, it is 
etsimated the new line will carry approxi- 
mately 55,000 freight cars in and out of 
Dallas and will bring in a revenue of 
$20,000,000. 

Much of this will be completely new 
business from big department stores and 
light industry which can take advantage 
of the time-saving north section. 

Mayor Thornton as Co-Chairman of 
the Dallas Citizens’ Committee was quite 
vigorous in his approval of the efforts of 
the Santa Fe to respond to a great civic 
appeal. 

“The Santa Fe has served Dallas for a 
great many years and faithfully,” he said, 
“but in the construction of the new line 
they are providing this community with a 
new streamline train and a new freight 
service which will mean much to our city.

Cost of the new line will approximate 
$7,000,000 which represents 49.3 miles of 
new line and an additional 12 miles of re- 
habilitated line of the present Paris branch 
of the Santa Fe. Officials of the Santa Fe 
are assigning crews to work on the Paris 
line so that it will be in keeping with the 
conditions required for operations over 
the high speed new line.

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Ben Hl. Carpenter

The 30-year-old executive vice 
president of the Southland Life Insurance 
Company, Ben H. Carpenter, was recog- 
nized this month as one of the Five Out- 
standing Young Texans of 1954. 

This award, presented annually by the 
Jaycees, is no slight commendation and 
points up a business career already be- 
decked with accomplishment. 

To say this young man works hard in 
his pursuits could hardly be exaggerated, 
for he thrives on almost any kind of 
progress. 

In Ben’s own words: “I have always 
liked to build things; watch them grow, 
develop and gain results.” 

Still a cattleman, perhaps it was in his 
boyhood days that Ben early began to 
appreciate the price of good production. 
On his father’s ranch in the summer, he 
used to tend calves; managing and breed- 
ing them into larger herds, and finally 
developing them for market. 

From this experience, he learned the

fundamentals of basic business operations. 
In fact, by the time he was 19, Ben inde- 
pendently had his disabilities removed 
according to law which enabled him to 
expand his cattle management to the 
larger managements of rural real estate 
properties. 

While attending Highland Park high 
school, Ben served as advertising and as 
business manager of the school’s annual. 
He was vice president of Quill & Scroll, 
and a member of the National Honor So- 
ciety. Attending the University of Texas, 
he graduated in 1948 with a Bachelor of 
Business Administration degree. 

An ardent reader with wide interests, 
Ben is well-qualified for his managerial 
positions. For instance, as chairman of 
Southland Life’s investment committee, 
he is directly responsible for the invest- 
ment of over $28 million annually. This 
is in addition to his duties as chairman of 
the company’s executive committee and 
to his direction of the proposed Southland 
Center project. 





In 1951, Governor Shivers appointed 
Ben Carpenter to a six-year term as chair- 
man of the Livestock Sanitary Commis- 
sion of Texas, the state’s principal regu- 
latory agency for the billion-dollar live- 
stock industry of Texas.

Only this month he led a delegation 
of 60 interested men throughout the state 
to the Governor’s Mansion in Austin, 
asking the Governor’s personal indorse- 
ment of a bill introduced to the Legisla- 
ture to establish a state authority for the 
regulation of the Trinity River. 

“Dallas has a tremendous future,” Ben 
believes, “but its rate of growth is depend- 
ent upon the Trinity River development.” 

He advocates that the state provide 
power to develop the Trinity watershed 
for flood control, soil conservation, aid 
to agriculture and industry, and for barge 
traffic from the Gulf to Ft. Worth through 
Dallas. 

Ben Carpenter serves many organiza- 
tions on their board of directors, including 
the American Brahman Breeders Associa- 
tion, National Finance Credit Corpora- 
tion, Texas Livestock Marketing Asso- 
ciation, Texas Beef Council, and the Texas 
and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Associa- 
tion. 

He is also a member of the Greater 
Dallas Planning Council and the Highway 
Committee of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce. This committee has been 
largely responsible for savings in excess 
of a million dollars in right-of-way acqui- 
sition in Dallas County. 


In addition, Ben is a member of the . 


Livestock Committee of the State Fair of 
Texas, and on the Board of Directors of 
the Dallas Agricultural Club. He serves 
also as president and general manager of 
the Crockett Company, a real estate firm, 
and is general manager of extensive farm 
and ranch properties in six Texas counties.

HE above artist’s sketch, rendered from an 1898 photograph, shows the 

old Santa Fe railroad station that stood for many years on Commerce 
Street at the foot of Murphy. At the turn of the century its Harvey House 
Dining Room was one of Dallas’ popular eaing places, managed by the late 
Bob Ellifritz. He later became a Fred Harvey division superintendent and 
after managing Fred Harvey establishments in St. Louis and Kansas City, 
returned to Dallas as the first manager of the Adolphus Hotel. This build- 
ing was razed in the early 20’s to make way for the present Santa Fe building 
which was completed about 1925 with the second, third and fourth units taking 
over the old Santa Fe passenger yards. The year 1898 also marked the entry 
of Dallas’ oldest active downtown merchant into retail business. That year 
Otto Lang set up a small flower shop in what is now Exall Park. He had 
come to Dallas a few years before and secured a job at $15.00 a month 
working for the Nitche Flower Shop, He later had a shop at 209 Main and 
then moved to his present location at Main and Field. Today, the downtown 
store of Otto Lang is located just a little more than a block away from. 
the locale of the above sketch and his firm maintains wholesale and retail 
nursery departments serving all of Metropolitan Dallas.
